At the resumed Congress of the National 
merit Association yesterday, at the 
ces of the Department of Agriculture in 
Dublin, a resolution was carried urging 
the Goxernment to give wheat cultivation 
a more prominent place in its agricul- 
tural.pyogramme, and to do what it can 
toi extend the area under wheat in the 
Pree Stair ' 
» <The subject of the repayment of Irish 
land annuities was discussed, and finally 
it was decided to refer the matter to a 
‘committee which will report to the Execu- 
tive Committee, Mr. O'Neill, of Tipperary, 
remarking that they. would pay every 
penny of the money, but they wanted an 
extension of time. 

Resolutions were passed in support of 
a tariff on imported malting barley and 
malt, of re-commissioning the disused 
flour mills, and gradually prohibiting the 
import of manufactured flour and meal 
until the mills are in a position to supply 
the country’s wants ; of a tariff on pony 
“bacon and other meats; of a ban on the 
import of potatoes' and certain vegetables, 
and of an embargo on chilled meat from 
countries where foot-and-mouth disease is 
prevalent.

THE FALL IN LAND STOSK. 

Mr, J. J. Bergin, in proposing the resolu- 
tion, said that if they wanted to relieve the 
farmers they must concentrate on the in- 
terest paid by way of land purchase annui- 
ties, and not on the principal, Land stock, 
which in 1903 was purchased for £100, was 
now worth only about £55. The reason was that 
the interest was guaranteed at 2} per cent., 
and must remain at that. If the money- 
lenders were bought out, the relief that 
would come to the land annuitants would be 
surprising. The Government could print, 
ray, £12,000,000 of new Irish notes ai buy 
out, the money-lenders. They need charge 
no interest to the farmers, who would re- 
pay it at £1,000,000 anually, and as security 
they would have the soil of Ireland. The Go- 
vernment could destroy the million pounds 
worth of notes annually, and at the end of 
twelve years the £12,000,000 notes would have 
diedppeared from circulation and agriculture 
arould be saved. 

While not touching on their obligations to 
pay land annuities, he said that it did not 
matter whether Land Stock holders were pri- 
vate individuais or not, they ought to be got 
rid of by buying out their stock. A man 
who in 1903 borrowed £1,100 of Land Stock 
had to pay back £2,672, but no relief from 
annuities could be got .by an extension of 
time, because that meant only the payment 
of more interest. 

THE LAND ACT OF 1903. 

Mr, Gallen (Donegal) described the Land 
Act of 1905 as “‘ the most gigantic swindle 
ever passed on the Irish people,” It was 
“feeding a dog on a piece of its own tail.” 

Mr M'‘Cormick (Limerick), in seconding 
the resolution, said that the 1903 Act was a 
good one. 

Mr. O'Neill (Tipperary) said that farming 
was the most ‘‘ sweated’ occupation in Ire- 
land to-day, He disagreed with Mr. Bergin 
that the extension of time for repayment of 
land annuities would not be an a vantage. 
Depression had become so acute that the 
annuity of 25 vears ago was a rack-rent now, 
and he said that the Government ought to 
approach the British Government and ask 
thom to extend the time for repayment of 
th» annuities, and let posterity bear some of 
the burden They would pay every penny of 
ee money, but they wanted an extension of 
ime. 

Mr. Bergin said that there would be no 
easement by the extension of time. He was 
asked whai effect would the inflation of 
currency have on their relations with Eng- 
land. His answer was that under the

ALLEGED RITUALISM. 


COURT'S SITTINGS CONCLUDED 


The Court of the General ASynod of the 
Church of Ireland yesterdayconcluded the 
hearing of charges made against the Rev. 
Walter C. Simpson, M.A., Rector of St. 
Bartholomew's Church, Dublin, of alleged 
breaches of certain canons of the Church of 
Ireland in respect of ritual, The sitting was 
again conducted in camera.

THE COMPANY'S POSITION. 

The company state that’ the financial loss 
incurred of £5,000 is beyond their resources 
under the present, increased competitive con- 
ditions, aad it is understood that this position 
of the shareholders was emphasised by Sir 
Walter Nugent at to-day’s conference. His 
suggestion was- that the burden should be 
borne in equal shares by the Railway 
Company, the Cork Harbour Board, atid the 
Borough Council. , ; 

From inguiries which I made this evening 
I gathered that this proposal was not received 
“with any great enthusiasm, but was contested. 
by the tatepayers’ representatives. 1t seemed 
almost as though the discussion would lead 
nowhere, until Mr. Pelly recommended the 
‘setting up of a committee of nine or ten 
members, composed of two delegates from 
each body concerned, It is not suggested 
that this committee should have powers to 
make any step or to effect any agreement in 
the matter. They will merely make full 
investigation’ into the finances of the loop- 
line which the railway directors have agreed 
to place wholly at their disposal next week, 
and to report to their boards, with whom the 
final decision rests, 

. A POSSIBLE COMPROMISE. 

Mr. P. Crowley, Chairman, Cork Chamber 
of Commerce, with whom I had a conversa- 
tion this afternoon, is of the opinion that some 
sort of compromise may be reached in the 
matter. A full inquiry, he saggests, might 
possibly reveal that the loss on the line is not 
$o great as is feared, and, in any case, there 
might room for. economics. He pointed 
out, for instances, that three staffs, workin 
in eight-hour shifts, were at present employ 
on the drawbridges, but that, if these bridges 
were closed at certain stages of the tide, a 
considerable saving might be effected. 

“ No definite agreement was — at to- 
day’s meeting,” added Mr. Crowley, who 
pointed out that the delegates present were 
not charged with any responsibility in the 
matter, but were present merely to hear the 
directors’ case, snd to report to their different 
public bodies. 

Mr. Richard Wallace, a member of Cork 
Harbour Board, was also optimistic regarding 
the chances of an agreement, although, as he 
admitted, the members of to-day’s conference 
were generally opposed to the directors’ pro- 
posal. He told me that the ratepayers re: 
presentatives. were opposed to that proposal 
“on the grounds that the parliamentary 
measure in its present form would, in all 
probability, fail to pass the Dail, and the 
ratepayers would find themselves saddled with 
a large proportion of the expenses. 

THE CITY COMMISSIONER. 

Mr. Monahan, the City Commissioner, did 
not feel at liberty to make any statement re- 
garding his position when [I saw him to-night, 
but I am miéimiid that he has declined to act

lanation.of his action, he stated at a meeting

FORTIETH ANNIVERSARY OF 
ROMANTIC ENTERPRISE. 


To-day will be celebrated the fortieth anni- 
versary. of Port Sunlight, the Cheshire village 
founded by the late, Lord Leverhulme, where 
the spectacle of a great industry, allied to a 
pleasantly-ordered domestic and social life, 
has commanded the attention of the world. 
The history of Lever Brothers, Limited, is, in 

measure, the history ef the British house- 
wife in the past few decades. 

If you look coldly at a piece of soap you 
may-say that there is little that is romantic 
and wonder-stirring in it. Look at it in the 
light of history and geography, and you will 
be astonished at the visions it can conjure up. 
It will take you to ancient Rom> and across 
the world, and through the tropics and into 
the Antarctic, before you reach the grocer’s 
counter. 

Household soap, when William Hesketh 
Lever took his small factory at Warrington 
in 1886, was a vastly different thing from 
the branded article of to-day. The grocer or 
oilman would cut a piece off a long bar, and 
wrap it up in any bit of paper that was 
handy In these conditions it was cbhviouslv 
impossible for the housewife to be sure of 
the quality of her purchase. To a layge ex- 
tent it was a matter of luck.

Particularly did he realise the potency of 
Press advertising. Not otherwise could men 
and women have been made as familiar as 
they are with ‘ Sunlight,” its younger 
partner, “ Lifebuoy,” ard its natural “allies, 
“Lux” and ‘“‘ Vim.”’ Each of these repre- 
sented a scientific contribution to the solu- 
tion of household problems. 

To tell adequately of the rise of Léver’s 
would need much rrace, but here are some 
outstanding events :— 

1886.—Works started at Warrington. 

1887.—London office opened. 

1888.—First sod cut at Port Sunlight; 
Sydney, Montreal, and Brussels offices 
opened. 

1889.—Rotterdam office opened; first boil- 
ing of soap at Port Sunlight.

WORK OF THE EDUCATIONAL 
AND MEDICAL AUXILIARY. 


A Gift Day in aid of the funds of the 
Educational and Medical Auxiliary of. the 
Church of Ireland Jews’ Society was held 
yesterday at 16 Harcourt street, Dublin. The 
Rev. E. H. Lewis-Crosby presided. 

The great problem with which they were 
faced, he said, was the bringing of the 
knowledge of the truth to fifteen and a half 
million Jewish people. They were also faced 
with the great question: How was it that 
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there were any non-Christian Jews? They 
should consider how far the methods of the 


Church of Christ adopted for winning the | 


Jews were the best methods and most likely 
to gather them into the fold of Christ. The 
Educational and Medical Auxiliary of the 
Church of Ireland Jews’ Society was surely 
following in the footsteps of our Lord and 
Master in teaching the young and munister- 
ing to the sick 

The Very Rev. H. B. Kennedy, Dean of 
Christ Church Cathedral, spoke of God's pur- 
pose in choosing the children of Israel and 
the reason there was for. it: that He had 
seen in them characteristics which would 
make them the best channel -through which 
the message to the world could be sent. The 
best missionaries that they had were converts 
from Judaism. There had been a wonderful 
awakening among the Jews in recent years, 
a greater readiness to study the Christian 
truths than ever before. In Poland, where 


there were eight, million Jews, the halls and 
schools were al] too small for the numbers 
of Jews who were crowding in to study and 
listen to the Gospel. 

Miss Pilkington, Secretary of the Educa- 
tional and Medical Auxiliary, said that the 
work was always moving; but was it moving 
as quickly as it might’ A great many 
things were needed. Money was needed, but 
it was not the most important thing. What 
was definitely needed was people who would 
take the work of the Society on their hearts 


and pray for it. Those in real touch with 

the Jews felt that that was ‘the deciding 

factor—more prayer and more helpers.

Sir Alfred Herbert Brewer, organist. of 
Gloucester Cathedral, died at Cheltenham 
on Thursday, aged 65 years. A Musica] Doctor 
of Cambridge and Dublin, a Fellow of the 
Royal College of Organists, and an honorary 
inember of the Royal Academy of. Music, Sir 
Herbert was knighted in 1926. Born at Glou- 
cester, the eldest son of the late Alfreil 
Brewer, he was educated in the local 
Cathedral school and at Exeter College, 
Oxford. He sang as chorister in Gloucester 
Cathedral from 1877 to 1880, and then held 
various appointments as organist. He was 
frst organ scholar of the Royal College of 
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Music in 1883, and in the same year was 
organ scholar oí Exeter College, Oxford. 

Sir Herbert was Examiner in Music for 
Birmingham University from 1924 to 1926, 
and Examiner for the Royal College of 
Organists and the Associated Board of the 
Royal Academy of Music and the Royal Col- 
lege of Music, and for many years’ had been 
conductor of the Gloucester 
Festival. Sir Herbert had written a consider- 
able amount of secular. and sacred music, and 
several of his works had been performed at 
English festivals.
